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Declassification Issue: 


|__}report is also supposed to address the 
declassification of the program. According to[___] based on 
the discussions which took place on this issue, it is his 
opinion that nothing in this program should be classified 
except US Government Sponsorship [why?]. He says that there 
is no threat to national security involved, no sensitive 
sources and methods. The problem may be the "giggle factor" 
in that this program could be an embarrassment to some. We 
stated that we intend to push the declassification issue 
hard.
